THE PKACKFUL, BLOCKADE: IUKA 


ABANDONED. 


Washington specials say the Presi 


dent has abancloued the "peaceful 
blockade" idea and has issued ordei^ 
to the commanding officer of the 
blockading squadrons that will give 
him opportunity to bombard each and 
every fortication that offers resistance. 


If this be true it ia in accord with 


the popular idea that our vessels, if 
able, should reduce the forts at >he 
•eaport cities of Cuba. It seems ridicul- 
ous from a civilian stand point to keep 
fleets at Havana and other fortified 
towns on the Cuban coast to prevent 
vessels from entering the harbors and 
not permit those fleets to flie a shot at 
the Spanish fortiflcutions at the ex- 
tranoes to those haibore. 


Oue of the objects for which the war 


ia waged is to prevent the starvation of 
tlie Cuban p-unots. Tbi< object can- 
not be attmued by blockading the 
Cuban ports until the Spaniards as 
well as the Cubans are starved out. 
The fact that tbe Spanish troops are 
on short ratious because of the block- 
ade does not fill the stomach? of tbe 
reconcentrados. 


Ex-Senator logalls said when the pa- 


cific blockade was established at Ha- 
vana that the task of reducing Morro 
Castle would never be easier than tt 
was then 
unless the Spanish fleet 


should be completely annihilated. Tbe 
warships of Spain were then on the 
other side of the Atlantic and Samp- 
son's fleet cuuld deal exclusively with 
tbe shore fortifications. Now the Span- 
ish fleet is in West Indies waters and 
unless it IB annihilated or seriously 
crippled by the American fleet in the 
first engagement it will menace our 
cities on the Atlantic coast and compel 
Sampson or Schley to bring their ves- 
sels nearer home to protect them. Of 
course a decisive victory, such as that 
achieved by Dewey at Manilla, would 
make the invasion of Cuba and capture 
of HrfVdiia cornparitively easy, but it 
the battle is not decisive it will not be 
as easy a task to capture Havana as it 
was when the pacific blockade of that 
port was ordered. 


An unconfirmed dispatch from Ha- 


vana published at New York JB to tbe 
tfffeot that an American vessel engaged 
in removing torpedoes at Cabanas was 
blown up and the entire crew perished. 
Nothing is known at Key West of eny 
•uioh disaster. 


A special from Waehing^n Bays that 


Spain's fleet in the Caribbean Sea is to 
be met by a squadron consisting of the 
irmor clads of the United States in 
North Atlantic waters. This seems to

Strategy and preparations are being 
made to effect the junction of Rear 
Admiral Sampson's fleet with the flying 
^quadron under the command of Com- 
modore Sohloy with all possible dis- 
patch. 


A dispatch from Santa Lucis, West 


Indies, reports a large strange war ves- 
sel lying on* the west coast of that 
island. Other vessels were also sighted 
to the northward. It is believed these 
are a part of a squadron lying in wait 
for the battleship Oregon. 


A dispatch from Cadiz says the dock 


yard authorities there have announced 
chat the reserve fleet which would con- 
sist of the Pelayo, Carlos V, Alfonso 
XIII and the cruisers Rapido and Pa- 
tria with torpedo boat destroyers Andaz 
and Prosperiu will be ready for sea 
by the mi-idle of the present week. It 
is surmised that this fleet will at once 
go to the Philippines unless what may 
happen at Havana changes the plans. 


A special from Hong Kong says that 


Consul Wildman has just returned 
from Kovloon Bay where he took the 
insurgent leader General Aguinaldo 
rind his Cabinet on the McCullougb. 
An anangement was made for the in- 
surgents to storm Manila. The dis- 
patch adds that it is absolutely neces- 
sary that American warships and a 
strong military force be sent to Ad- 
miral Dewey's aid at once.

JUegnlars have been taken 
from military posts in the Dakota?, 
Mcntaua, Utnh and Colorado, and vol- 
unteers trom New England and other 
Northern States, and congregated in 
the fever breeding swamps of Florida.

Tampa and other places where water is 
BO scarce that it is sold by the gallon.

With a fleet, which the people are 


told could level all the fortifications at 
Havana in forty-eight hours, cruising 
within a few miles of those forts for 
nearly four weeks, not a port was 
opened in Cuba for the landing of an 
invading army, though, as stated, 
thousauds of volunteers «nd regulais 
have been concentrated on the Gulf of 
Mexico ostensibly for the purpose of 
going to Cuba. 


Evidently there should be more 


changes in the Cabinet, as tbe retire- 
ment of Secretary Sherman and Secre- 
tary Gary did not relieve that bodj of 
all the incompetents.

UNFIT TO FIGBT 


inety Per Cent of the Cigarette Smokers 


Caniiot Pass the Examination. 


The large number of rejections of 
olnnteers has caused much comment 
n the army medical corps. However, 
le physicians who have concluded the 
xatninations say that outside of tbe 
anks of cigarettes smokers there' are 
ewer rejections than there was in the 
ays of the Civil War. Among habit- 
al users of cigarettes tbe rejections 
re about 90 per cent. Dr. Benjamin 
iugiif Philadelphia, who acted as an 
xamining surgeon during 1861-63 in 
ew York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
.llnois, says that the average rejections 
uring those years did not exceed 13 
er cent. He attributes the large in- 
reaae almost entirely to the cigarette 
abit.. 
"I have been inspecting the papers 


n a number of cases under tbe present 
ecruiting act," said Dr. King, "and I 
bserve that .most of tbe men who 
ailed to pass the medical examination 
ecessary to make a good soldier were 
garotte smokers. I had expected that. 
IB percentage of rejections would be 
reater now than in 1861. but I did not 
ream that it would be almost three 
mes as great. The examining phyai- 
ians with whom I have talked . have 
enerally told me tbat the excess of 
!Jection« is due to the large nnmbev 
f young men applying for enlistment 
ho have become victims o£ the cigar- 
tte habit."

How Prize Money ia Divided. 


A dispatch to the Times from -Wash- 


ington says 
Best Admiral JDewey 


and his men' will not 
have been 


fully; rewarded for iheir-: victory at 
Manila when they receive the thanks 
of Congress and the medals ordered, to 
be struck for them. Under the law they 
have become entitled to a rich bounty. 
Unless the numerical importance of the' 
fleet of Admiral Montejo. has been over 
estimated, or ita losses over-stated, the 
officers nod men of the Asiatic squadron 
will share between them something like 
$187,000, according to Section 4635 of 
the Revised Statutes of the United 
States. 


According to the reports from Manila, 


the' Spanish fleet destroyed- by the 
Americans consisted of ten or twelve 
cruisers, gunboats and torpedo boats, 
with crews amounting in all to 1872 
men. 
At $1CO for each man of the 


Spanish naval force the amount to be 
divided among the American sailors 
will be $187,200. 
The vessels of the 


United States were, if anything, under- 
manned. The number will be under 
rather than over 1733. 


The $187,200 will be distributed to the 


fleet under Section 4635 of the Revised 
Statutes relating to prize money. Ad- 
miral Dewey will get one-twentieth of 
the whole amount of bounty awarded 
to his command. That will give him 
$9300. 


If be has a fleet captain,or what passes 


for one, tbe latter will have a share of 
something like $1800. There will be 
left to be distributed to the vessels of 
the fleet, according to their pay-rolls, 
about $175,000. This will go to seven 
ships and in about the following shares: 
Olympia, $45;000; Baltimore, $40,000; 
Boston, $25,000; Raleigh, $22,000; Con- 
cord, $20,000; Petrel, $12,000, McCul- 
lough, $9,000. 


To tbe commander of each single 


vessel there will go one-tenth of the 
amount assigned that vessel, 


After the amounts mentioned have 


been deducted, the residue will be dis- 
tributed to the lesser officers and sea- 
men, in proportion to their rates of 
pay on the day of the engagement.

Organ mnsio reached its climax with 


Bach. It may perhaps be said that all 
music did. At any rate, one thing is 
certain—viz, if there has been any prog- 
ress in mnsio since the day of Bach, it 
has been dne to him. Baoh's mnsio is 
polyphonic, and polyphony is true 
mnsic. To its foundation upon this 
school is dne the fact that there has 
been no decadence in mnsio in Ger- 
many. There has been no advance in 
polyphony since the days of Bach. Snob 
•dvance aa has been made has baen in 
originality and boldness of modulation. 


For pnre organ mnsio Bach'Still is 


and probably will always remain the 
greatest of all composers. Even with 
all the modern mechanical appliances 
that have been attached to the organ, 
his works are still very difficult— per- 
haps the most difficult of organ compo- 
sitions. He must have been as great an 
organist as he was a composer. That he 
should hare been able to play npon the 
organ of his day worka so exacting in 
technique as his own is simply marvel- 
ens. 
. 


It is one of the phenomena of musical 


history that, while orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of mnsic were in 
their infancy in Bach's day and have 
developed since then, Bach brought or- 
gan mnsio to its chinas. He was not the 
small source whence flowed a rivulet 
which in time was to expand into a 
broad stream ; he was the broad stream 
itself. The word ''Bach" in German 
means a brook, which led a famous Ger- 
man composer to say punningly that 
this great master was not a Bach, but 
an ocean.—Fornrn.

Cramp In the Leg. 


Many persons of both sexes are great- 


ly troubled with cramp in one or both of 
their legs. It comes on suddenly and ia 
very severe. Most people jump out of 
bed" (it nearly always comes on either 
just after going to bed or while undress- 
ing) and ask some one to rnb the leg. 


There is nothing easier than to make 


the spasm let go its hold, and it can be 
accomplished without sending for a doc- 
tor, who may be tired and in need of a 
good night's rest. When I have a pa- 
tient who is subject to cramp, I always 
advise him to provide himself with a 
good strong cord. A long garter will do 
if nothing else is handy. When the 
cramp comes on, take the cord, wind it 
around the leg over the place that is 
cramped and take an end in each hand 
and give it a sharp pull—one that will 
hnrc a littla. Instantly the cramp will 
depart, and the sufferer can go to bed 
assured it will not come on again that 
night. I have saved myself many a good 
night's rest simply by posting my pa- 
tients subject to spasms of the legs how 
to use the cord as above. I have never 
known it to fail, and I have tried it aft- 
er they had worked half the night and 
the patient was in the most intense 
agony. —New York Ledger. 


Peculiar Trade Customs. 


The Armenians, who divide with the 


Greeks and Jews the entire mercantile 
traffic of west Asia, are accustomed to 
sit down nnd weep bitterly when they 
have sold any article of value, declar- 
ing that tho purchaser has ruined them. 
The Jews, on similar occasions, rend 
their garments, which are worii pur- 
posely for such sacrifice, with still 
louder protestations of ruin. In Asiasic 
Russia the shopkeepers consider it in- 
cumbent upon them to at first refuse to 
sell their goods to any customer, and 
the latter is expected to employ himself 
at least an hour in persuading the mer- 
chant to deal with him. 


But the most remarkable custom is 


that which prevails among the mor- 
chants of Tibet, a regular hand to hand 
fight being required to take place be- 
tween the seller and the purchaser on 
the disposal of any considerable quanti- 
ty of goods, the former obstinately re- 
fnsiug the price to which he had first 
agreed, anfl the latter as resolutely forc- 
ing it upon him. It is not considered 
businesslike to settle matters until a 
few blows have been exchanged, after 
which they peaceably shako hands and 
the bargain is concluded.—Exchange.
